Good Pluck—A Genuine John Bull. 


‘The Lyons (I'rance) papers are fill of the 
following singular story -— 

On the 19th ult.,a number of English- 
men, éstablished in that city, gave splendid 
banquet to a countrymen of theirs, a Mr. 
Arthur Fleming; a rich merchant of Lon- 
don, then at Lyons, who has just completed 
a residence of eleven months in the prison 
of Frankfort, Germany, in which he had 
been placed under the following circum- 
stances:—About a twelyemonth ago, Mr. 
Fleming stopped for two days at one of the 
principal hotels at Frankfort-on-the-Maine, 
and on the third day, when about to leave, 
called for his bill, which to his astonishment, 
amounted to 250f. Indignant at this ex- 
orbitant demand, he tendered one half of it, 
but the landlord persisted, and threatened to 
send his customer to prison, as the law of 
the placeallowed him todo. ‘The English- 
man, however, was obstinate and suflered 
himself to be arrested and locked up. Al- 
though the laws of Frankfort give this 
power to creditors, they at the same time 
impose on them the necessity of supporting 
their debtors while in prison, and of furnish- 
ing them with clothes and other articles 
suitable to their position in life. This the 
hotel-keeper was compelled to do in Mr. 
Fleming’s. case, and so little care did the 
Englishman take of the articles supplied to 
him, that the former at last found himself 
minus a sum of nearly 20,000f,, and getting 
tired of the contest, he ordered the release 
of his captive. Mr. Fleming, satisfied with 
the triumph of British endurance over Ger- 
man extortion and spite, immediately on his 
relase, gave a sum to the poor of Frankfort, 
amounting to double that expended by the 
hotel keeper.

From the New York Picayune. 
Fire Department of Paris, 


The working of the Fire Department of 
Paris is most interesting and instructive. 
‘There are about three hundred unmarried men 
belonging to-the division, and they are called 
& Sappeurs Pompicrs.” “Their dress consists 
of waterproof boots, very full pants, military 
jacket, and a helmet of polished brass. 

‘They are drilled in military tactics as well 
as the duties of the firemen; they live in bar- 
racks built expressly for their accommodation. 
They are paid by especial taxation, and are 
not enlisted in the government s2rvice as are 
regular soldiers. Their pay varies with their 
station in the corps. ‘That of the chief is 6,- 
5474 franes per annum. Nogineering cap- 
lain, 4,547}. Major, 3.500. First class (pri~ 
yates), 496. Second class, 459, 

Trom this they pay forty centimes per day 
for their board. ‘They employ a first-rate 
cooky, who is empowered to buy all the provisi- 
ons used inthe establishment, but they do not

Our visit 
to the chief's department was exceedingly in- 
teresting; a friend procured us a permit to 
examine the apparatus and manufactures con- 
nected with{the service, or else we could not 
have seen them, as the public is not admitted 
at all times. 

‘We found the chief, an aged man, who look- 
ed as’if he had seen much service, and he cer- 
tainly had, for he told us he had served over 
thirty years, having entered asa private. He 
was exceedingly polite, and apologized for ap- 
pearing in his robe de chambre and soiled shirt 
so late in the morning, but gave as an excuse 
his being up on duty all night, and only snooz- 
ing for afew moments in his chair. By his 
orders we were shown every thing connected 
with the establishment. The engines were in- 
deed ‘curious tous. They aro not half as 
large as ours, and fun upon two wheels. 
They are, in facts little more ‘than good 
pumps upon wheels. ‘They are very light as 
well as small, and a few strong men ean carry 
one of them anywhere they please—up alleys 
or courts, and, in fact into wide halls or pas- 
sages of the Parisian houses. In front of the 
suction part is a box containing fifty buckets 
made of canvas, rendered impervious to water, 
two axeg, a rope to reach from the third story 
to the ground, and six torches four feet long, 
made of canvas, in shape of candles. These 
are patented torches; and only recently came 
into general use by t ¢ department. ‘There 
is another large box coutaining hose, one 
hundred buckets, long ropes, and rope-ladders. 
This box also contains several large bags, 
used for the purpose of lowering women, chil- 
dren, and invalids from the upper stories, when 
the fire is in the lower part of the house. The: 
able men have the rope-ladders to descend 
tipon, ‘This box is painted black, like the en- 
gine, and rung as a tender. 

"She men are employed, when off duty, in 
making hose, buckets, hooks, ladders, aud 
engines, ach’ fireman is provided with a 
suit of leather, which he wears in di nding 
with water into cellars where spirits are on 
fire. In this admirable covering he can face the 
danger and be of the utmost service. When 
life is risked in any extraordinary and peculiar 
hazardous manner, the man is rewarded and 
promoted at the first opportunity . 

The yard attached to their barrac! 


and ropes swing in ev 
here practice a species of gymnasti 
mést extraordinary character, designed to 
make them perfect in climbing and other feats 
of useful agility. In one corner of the yard 
stood two posts about twenty feet high, with 


a beam resting on thems Upon this high 
beam the firemen seemed to work with the 
utmost coolness, and walk about like cats. 
"Phey would ascend and descend by ropes 
simply thrown over the heam.,” It is. impossi- 
ble to convey to the reader any idea of their 
astonishing agility as here shown. 

There is a committee appointed to attend 
these weekly excercisea, and he marks down 
the good points made by each man in con- 
ducting water, throwing the latter, or cool 
intrepid acting in perilous situations, When 
@ man gets a dozen good points marked to his 
credit, hereceivesareward. They frequently 
practice working the engine by the word of 
command, When a fire breaks out in Patis, 
it affects the people directly the reverse to 
what the same occurrence does in New York, 
Here the moment the fire-bells ring, every body 
rashes t spot. There it is different, for 
the law will allow any man to be pressed into 
« passing buekets,” if caught. in the vicinity, 
and hence there is always a scampering to get 
away from it, instead of to it. It matters not 
if you are accompanied by a lady or not, the 
gendarmes have full power to compel you to 
go to work if your services are required. 

The, houses are all fire-proof, and hence 
theyhaye no very extensive conflagrations, 
such as are lamentably so frequent with use 

‘Tho alarm of fire is given by telegraphic 
signs. There is no noise about it, such as 
our firemen kick up. A lady resident imform- 
ed me that one morning upon opening her 
window, she saw that the next house had been 
on fire during the night, and found the firemen 
still there, and that was the first intelligence 
she had of the fire. Is not that infinitely bet- 
ter than striking a big gong to let every 
thief and rowdie in the city know where in- 
viting plunder lies, as well as to direct the 
firemen to the spot? 

We before stated ina sketch on amuse- 
ments, that a fireman slept in every place of 
public entertainment in the city every night, 
to gnard the place. ‘Che vepartment is of 
course paid for it. The revenue from the 
theatres, ete., is very large. 

When will New York be able to boast of 
such an admirable force for the protection of 
life and property? 


Sir Edmund Head. 


From tho London Correspondent of the New York 
oral 


‘A short biography of the new Governor 
appointed to Canada may, perhaps, not be 
altogether uninteresting to your readers, 
succeeding, as he does, one who has been so 
signally happy in obtaining the commenda- 
tion not only of his own Government but that 
of all foreigners who have liad any relations 
with hims — Sir Edmund- Head-is the-only 
son of Sir John Head, a clergyman, and for- 
merly rector of Rayleigh, in the county of 
Essex. ‘The family is of some antiquity, and 
the Baronetey upwards of two hundred years 
old. ‘The father, Sir John, was more re- 
markable for the urbanity of his manners, 
his taste for the fine arts, and benevolence 
of dispositon, than for distinguished talents, 
although his general capacity was by no 
means deficient. His son was educated at 
Winchester, and entered asa gentleman com- 
moner of Oriel College, Oxford ; a position 
which, independent of giving him the right 
to wear a silk gown, afforded him immunity 
from the rigid routine and cumpulsory lec- 
tures of the college—a gentleman commoner 
being regarded as a personage whose fortune 
is already made, and whose sojourn at the 
University is for the purpose of obtaining 
every advantage but that of literature, The 
collegiate curriculum is three years, and after 
passing through half this period in the usual 
easy manner proper to his position, bis. asso- 
ciates are surprised to find young Head de- 
voting himself with the closest application to 
the study of Aristotle, and deep in ethics 
and rhetorie—such sciences, in fact as were 
necessary to the attainment of the greatest 
possible honors. At the expiration of his 
term, he was awarded, after a brilliant exami- 
nation, first class in liters humanioribus. 
‘Almost immediately after, a fellowship of 
Merton College becoming vacnitt, he tried 
for it, was elected, and was offered, after a 
short time the tutorship—an office which he 
accepted and sustained for five years. His 
acceptance of a situation honorable to his 
talents, but considered to be beneath his po- 
sition as a gentleman commoner of Oriel, and 
heir to such an ancient baronetey, explained 
in some measure, perhaps, the secret of his 
sudden laborious assiduity. Pecuniary losses 
in his family had, in fact, told him clearly 
that he must depend for his promotion in life 
mainly on his own exertions. His constant 
access to the continent had early given him 
ataste for the acquisition of languages, and 
he has the reputation of being one of the 
first linguists of the age. Wille tutor of 
Merton, an article of his in the London, 
Quarterly Review attracted the attention of 
the Marquis of Lansdowne, the great En- 
glish Macznas, to whose judicious. discrimi- 
nation England is indebted for the early rise 
of Babington Macaulay, the historian. The 
Marquis found out the author, and the result 
of the interview was that Mr. Head resigned 
the tutorship, an appointment worth some 
£600 or £700 a year, in order to “devote 
himself to the study of ecclesiastical law. 
He had, however, scarcely taken the prelimi- 
nary steps before the goverament made him 
an offer of a Poor Law Assistant Commis- 
sionership, witha thousand a'year and travel- 
ling expenses. Iu this situation Mr. Head 
acquitted himself so well, that on a change 
of administration, though opposed to bim in 
polities, Sir James Graham, then Minister 
“of the Home Department, promoted him to 
be chief commissiwner; with a salary double 
the former one. 

Now, however, there occurred a change 
it his tide of fortane; he had succeedeil to the 
family title, and shrewd men of all’ parties 
Were unanimous in supporting. him’ in: the 
diflleult administration his office devolyed 
upon him ; but there arose such a elamour— 
prineipally urged by the Times newspaper— 
against the new poor law, that committee, 


and Parliamentary enquiries without end, 


were brought to bear upon it; and though 
the closest scrutiny could find no hole or rent 
in the conduct of the chief commissioner, the 
Ministry of the day were obliged to give way, 
and reconstruct the whole administration: 
‘The goyernment of Newfoundland was then 
given to Sir Edmund Head, and knowing 
his great talents, it lias been a matter of sur- 
prise to his friends that his services have not 
long ago been sirmmoned, to a higher sphere. 
Tt is not impossible that the presence of Sir 
J. Graham in the present coalition Ministry 
may haye something to do with his promotion 
to the government of. Canada.—His age is 
forty-nine. Tt must be recorded to the hon- 
our of Sir Edmund FHead, that on conscien- 
tious motives he refused to enter into the 
profession of his father—that of the church 
—in which some of his ancestors had risen 
to the highest eminence. It was intimated 
to him at an early period, after the credit he 
had done himself at Oxford, that the House 
of Lords should be opened to him at the 
earliest opportunity after he should have en- 
tered into holy order. But Sir Edmund, 
with that firmness which is so distinguishing 
a feature of his character, one which he cer- 
tainly did not inherit from his otherwise ex- 
cellent father, was deaf to the Syren voice 
which wooed him to an early eareen of pur- 
ple and fine linen, THis private character 
throughout has been unblemished, and the 
same fixed will which enabled him to break 
through the luxurious sloth of his natural 
position to refuse every pecuniary assistance 
from his father, and fo carve out a line for 
himself was evident in the matrimonial con- 
nection he formed with a lady of excellent 
family and great accomplishments, but who 
brought him little else besides to support the 
title she came to share. If diligence, perse- 
verance, self-denial, and intense labour, will 
enable him to be a worthy successor of Lord 
Elgin, Sir Edm:nd head possesses all the 
qualifications, Whether he has requisite 
social endowments remains to be seen. His 
life has been very much that of a scholar, 
and it is quite possible he may not have sufli- 
cient plianey of carriage to enforce his mea- 
sures without violating the Amour propre 
of others. ‘This, it was said, was his only 
fault, when Chief Commissioner of the Poor 
Law, and that a smaller man would have 
succeeded better. Perhaps his position as 
Governor of New Brunswick may have 
pointed out to him the necessity of a less 
rigid bearing. In ho of intention and 
religious upri ot tovbo surpassed, 
Sir Francis Head, formerly Governor of 
Upper Canada, is his cousin: 


‘The Progressive Friends. 


This is the name of a society that now has 
its annual gatherings at Longwood, Old Ken- 
net Township, Pa. It originated, as we un- 
derstand, in the uneasiness of the radical re- 
form portion of the society of Friends, who 
thought there was not room enough for their 
progress in the bonds of that society. ‘The 
agitation of the questions of slavery and in- 
temperance were, probably, the entering 
wedge which caused the final rupture. ‘The 
moyement commenced in Ohio and. Indiana, 
and has yearly meetings in those states, New 
York and Pennsylvania. We believe that 
this body at Old Kennet is the first that has. 
erected a building for its own purposes. We 
attended their dedication on Saturday last 
as the call (which has been published in the 
Advocate) was broad enough to embrace 
everybody who wished to go. We found a 
very neat new building, ata place they have 
named Longwood, attached to which is a 
beautiful cemetery lot. Everything bore the 
neat appearance of quaker grounds and build- 
ings, with a decided improvement on the old 
society’s mode of architecture, an evidence 
of progress which every one of good taste 
will at once approve. We confess, notwith- 
standing our quaker extraction, that we have 
a decided distaste for that love of old fashion- 
ed colors which would not only dress men 
and women, but all creation in suits of drab.

Its final adop- 
tion in a modified form, committed the society 
toa recommendation against its use. hi 
way, we noticed on the backs of all the seats 
the notice: “ Persons are requested not to 
eject tobacco juice in this house.” Whatia 
comment on American manners, to read such 
a notice! 

But we must close our notice of (his novel 
yearly meéting without telling half weintend= 
ed about it, or speaking of the highly intel 
lectual and hospitable people we ‘met there. 
Our readers have, perhaps an idea of the 
meeting ; and the people of that vicinity must 
be seen to be appreciated. We may spr

‘The above literary curiosity, good readers, 
will give you an idea of the beauties of news- 
paper life. This James Baker knows as 
well as we do, that his account was settled 
a few days since by himself; he also knows 
that there have not been any compulsory 
measures used, to make him take the paper, 
or to continue it after the said settlement. 
What he could have intended to accomplish 
when the bright thought of inflicting such 
a gom of a “communication” upon your 
attention struck him, we are ata loss to tell, 
unless it was to “ape” quite a class of pre- 
tenders to gentility, who think it proper to 
let their paper run into the next year, say 
one, two or three numbers, or more, for the 
petty satisfaction of saying, very patron 
izingly: “I have numbers in this 
year: I will pay you—elongation of the 
shirt collar!—« and stop the paper.? Or, as 
did alive merchant of this City, after re- 
ceiving papers for nine weeks over his first 
year, “Certainly, parties can stop a paper 
when they please, if they pay for the num- 
bers they get.” 

So you see Mr. A. subseribes for a year, 
get two or three numbers, and suddenly 
the thought: “Too many papers now; pro- 
bably not more than that one; “ do not like 
the tone; T'll stop it; and if they will not 
take what I offer, Pll pay nothing.” “It is 
not ultra enough,—or it is too ultra;—or, 
the colored people should take our. papers: 
what do they have to say through a paper? 
one paper is enough for them; if they must 
have one, there is Douglass’ paper, it is 
plenty good enough for us: we should not 
encourage such things; it is clearly opposi- 
tion, and I'll not encourage it.” “ You eolored 
people should not encourage such divisions ; 
should help Douglass: you are all one peo. 
ple; your paper here is an experiment, that 
you cannot carry out.” True, Mr. Speaker, 
and James Baker’s letter is evidence; too 
much Ignorance, yet awhile, for the intelli- 
gence available to surmount it, if left to 
colored men alone; so we do not, though 
thankful for their names, solicit subseriptions 


from them only—white canvassers are not 
slow to ask colored men to subscribe to 
papers they get up, and we follow their ex- 
ample. Brother Baker, going around in his 
public capacity, as white-washer, or privaté 
capacity, as a preacher, hears the “gentleman 
or my lady” in the above strain, and asa 
clincher to the imputation of indifference 
ignorance, &c., couched in “ the experiment,” 
indites for us the missive with the formidable 
sentence—* I wikish hist paper stoped.”

Leroy, May 30th, 1855. 

Dear Freswan,—l had hoped to escape 
the task of contributing to a newspaper, and 
ever to have remained silent in the humble 
circumstances to which I and the great mass 
of the injured race with which I am connected 
seem to be doomed; but I cannot resist the 
earnest calls made by members of that race, 
from time to time, through your columns, 
for in formation concerning the different 
localities occupied by your friends. 

‘As far as I can learn, I am the only per- 
son in this locality who would be disposed 
to tolerate an iuclination to this task; it 
therefore devolves upon me as a duty, in the 
performance of which, your readers will 
expect nothing more than a simple and un- 
varnished statement respecting whatever 
here or hereabouts may be of importanca 
and interest to colored Americans. 

You will ask what is Lefroy, ? &c. Lefroy 
isa small village, built on a spot fifty-two 
miles from Toronto, by railway, and from one 
to one and a-half miles from Lake Simcoe. 
This spot was opened by the woodmen 
within the last two years. I am informed 
that Lefroy derives its name from Captain 
Lefroy, a son-in-law to the Hon. Chief Jus- 
tice Robinson. It is situated on the decli- 
vity of a hill at either side of the Northern 
Railroad, and consist of, as yet, but a very 
small collection of houses; it is surrounded 
by wild and luxuriant foliage, at this period 
of the year, which is the common resort of 
birds; these birds we find to be cheerful 
companions: if one awakens here at the 
breaking of day, his ear is caught by the| 
unbroken chant of hundreds of these wild 
songsters, and held thus in sweet suspension 
until the sun has arisen. 

The place, at the present time, seems to 
be in a thriving condition, and the erection 
of several buildings is contemplated in the 
ensuing summer and autumn, among which 
is that of a School-house and place of wor- 
ship. It is the reception of farm produce 
for railway traffic, and it offers no small 
inducement to enterprising pioneers, who 
have a strong arm and a disposition to en- 
dure the hardships of preparing for them- 
selyes ahome in the “wild woods.” Wages 
are good, and labour greatly in demand, and 
the future prospect of the place is that of 
becoming a large and well settled village. 

As I have not the slightest impression 
that the people of Lefroy have the least 
desire to place colored people where they do 
not place themselves, I shall use this oppor- 
tunity to say, that colored men of a free and 
independent disposition, and who appreciate 
your motto—* Self-reliance is the true road 
to Independence,”—who are disposed to lay 
their hands to that which is respectable for 
a living, and that only, and who will main- 
tain this disposition at the risk of seeking 
other quarters for an abode, I think might 
do well here.

Dear Miss Saapp,—It is not a little re- 
markable with what pertinacity the Co- 
lonist, of this City, and some other respec- 
table joumals in this Province, oppose 
the passage of a Prohibitory Liquor Law. 
Tam surprised at the course of the Colonist 
on this all-important subject, because its 
proprietors and conductors are gentlemen, I, 
believe, of strictly moral and religious habits, 
and who cannot be ignorant of the disgust- 
ing condition of destitution, debauchery, 
filthiness, and crime of every kind, too nume- 
rous and filthy to mention, produced by the 
influenco of liquor; and yet that respectable 
journal, the Colonist, opposes the honest 
and sincere efforts of those who are trying 
to bring about a check to so’ monstrous an 
evil, which takes hold on people and carries 
them from one degree of wickekness to 
another, until they are brought to a prema- 
ture grave. It intrudes itself into happy 
and unsuspecting families, and there leaves 
its driadful mark, an appalling sight, to the 
astonished beholders and lookers on, scatter- 
ing the members ot families in every direc- 
tion: some to the Penitentiary, some to the 
Lunatic Asylum, and others to a prema- 
ture grave, &c. Yet the Colonist, and its 
condjutors, offer no other remedy in the place 
of that which they so strenuously oppose. 
Surely they will or must admit some remedy 
is absolutely necessary; what makes the 
matter worse, it is making inroads among 
the females! and we need not go out of this 


days ago, while I was standing near the cor- 
ner of one of the streets, a few minutes, 
speaking with a friend, a man passed, so over- 
loaded with the accursed thing, that it was 
with the utmost difficulty that he could keep 
on his feet; that is bad enough thought 1; 
but he had not got out of sight, however,

I know of one woman, at least, who, when 
she returned home from one of those sprees; 
as they are called, found her child dead or 
nearly so. In view of those evils, does it not 
behoove every;man and woman, who has a 
particle. of humanity, to use.their influence 
to destroy the evil? I yerily believe that 
the feeling in this Province, in favour of the 
liquor law, is extensive enough to compel 
our legislators to pass it, and those who-will 
oppose it, must be remembered at the polls. 
They tell us about taking away the liberty 
of the subject, To whatsubterfuges people 
will resort to maintain an evil that is des- 
troying their fellow-creatures all around 
them. Why, upon the same principle, it 
might be objected, with equal propriety, to 
the various regulations, made from time 
to time, in towns, cities, and other localities, 
for the preservation of health; for instance, 
we have a Board of Health, and City Inspec- 
tors, whose mandates are frequently oppres- 
sive and unnecessary, yet they must be 
obeyed, or we suffer the penalty of disobe- 
dience thereto. They are armed with power 
to mvade our most private premises, without 
let or hindrance; they have power to com- 
pel people to drain or fill their lots, as the 
Gases may require, all on the plea of pre- 
serving health, People are compelled, if 
they build on their own lots, in certain Jimits, 
to build certain kind of houses, or none at 
all.

Colonization Meeting—Rey. Theo. Pa: 

ker's Lecturc— Governor Pollock's Visit 
to the Colored Schools. 

Touching the Anti-Slavery cause, the pre- 
sent week has been one of uncommon inte- | 
rest. On Tuesday evening, a Colonization 
Meeting, presided over by the Governor of 
this State, came off at the Concert Hall; 
also, on the same evening, the Rev. Theodore 
Parker, of Boston, Mass., for the first time, 
in Philadelphia, addressed a large audience, 
on the subject of slavery, at the Sansom 
Hall. Of the former meeting, it would be 
useless, in my opinion, to waste words in 
attempting to give a report thereof; at any | 
rate, I feel no disposition so to do, except to | 
briefly remark, respecting Africa, the pros- | 
perity of Liberia, and the hand of the Good | 
Lord in the work sought to be accomplished | 
through the agency of the Colonizationist;-| 
the usual degree of sophistry, subterfuge, 
and hypocrisy, which has heretofore inva- | 
riably characterized the arguments of its | 
advocates were advanced on the present 
oceasion, 

As specious and sanctimonious as the 
agents and speakers rendered themselves, in 
seeking to promote their vile schemes, there | 
is good reason for believing that in this in-| 
stance, at least, but little capital was made, 
notwithstanding the Governor’s participation. 

‘With regard to the Anti-Slavery Meeting, 
the arguments used by Mr. P., in showing 
up the stupendous iniquities of this govern- 
ment, in sustaining slavery, perhaps were | 
neyer made ‘more convincing to a Philadel- 
phia audience, The aggressions of the South, 
one after another, were exposed and con-| 
demmed, without the slightest apology, as 
was the pusillanimous practice of the North, 
in tamely submitting, when it had been in 
their power, as well as duty, to resist. 

The trifling proportion that the South had 
added (the increase of slaves and wholesale 
aggressions excepted) to the population, 
wealth, education, science, great men, &c,, 
contrasted with the rapid progress of the 
North, were not proven by mere words, but 
demonstrated by figures and facts, which 
at oneé bid defiance, doubtless, to all objec- 
tions, except the incorrigible. 

Notwithstanding the low state of morals, 
lack of enterprise, and unparralleled despot- 
ism controling the South, Mr. P. showed 
conclusively that the legislation of the nation, 
United States judges, ministers filling im- 
potent posts abroad; &e., had always been 
left to the dictation of the slaveholding power. 
But least’in my attempt to speak favourably 
of Mr. P.’s admirable lecture, I should de- 
tract therefrom, I will conclude my remarks 
on the subject by briefly alluding to a 
“secret” which he divulged , relating to cer- 
tain resolutions adopted by a party of Bos- 
tonians, touching the Missouri outrages: 
“An Appeal from New England Settlers,” 
in Kansas, he said, had reached Boston, for 
rifles. to defend themselves with, at the 
coming election (which was to take place on 
the, very day of Mr. D.’s lecture), and had 
been responded to liberally. Several hun- 
dreds of Sharp’s rifles had been “ boxed up 
and labelled, books,” and forwarded for the 
use for which they were needed. The elec- 
tion has passed, and great outrages have 
been repeated, as every mail informs us; 

ut of what use the rifles have been, I have 
no knowledge; they may not be unavailing, 
nevertheless.

Important News from the Seat of Warr 


Haurax, June 6. 

‘The steamship Africa arrived at 4 o'clock 
this evening with one week’s later news. Sho 
was off the harbour yesterday, but was unable 
to enter on account of athick fog. Her news 
is ofa highly interesting character, and com- 
mercially highly important. 

Austria has proposed that the conference

Simpheropol with his Turks, if the French 
will support his advance, 

The allied forces in the Crimea are now 
200,000 men, viz.: 120,000 French, 30,000 
British, 40,000 Turks, 11,000 Sardinians. 

‘The army in the Crimea is now well sup- 
plied with luxuries as well as necessaries of 
life, but some fever and cholera prevailed. 

On May the 10th,a severe combat took 
place during the night along the right attack. 
‘The affair lasted an hour and a half, when tho 
Russians retired under the cover of their bat- 
teries. Loss considerable on both sides. 
Night attacks also made of Telegraph line, on 
the nights of the 11th and 12th by the Rus- 
sians. On both occasionsthey were gallantly 
repulsed. ' 

The attacks of the Russians were spiritedly 
continued up to the 22nd. On the 25th the 
French occupied the large place between the 
central bastions and the sea shore, wherd 
the enemy would collect large forces. 

The English cruisers in the Baltic had 
brought several prizes to Elsinore. 

‘The Russian government had ordered the 
ships of war at Cronstadt to be sunk, with the 
exception of 8 liners. j 

All the fortified harbours in Finland are to 
be placed in a state of siege. 

‘The mortality in the Austrian army in Gala- 
tia continued great. 15,000 had died. 

The Austrian proclamation of martial law 
in the Principalities only referred to persons 
inducing Austrian soldiers to desert.

‘Phe Personal Liberty bill; which isintend- 
ed to nullify the Fugitive Slaye: Law, was 
passed by the House on the 17th inst. It 
provides that “No justice of the peace, 
sheriff, constable or jailor shall'arrest or de- 
tain, or aid: in arresting or detaining, any 
person for the reason that he is detained as a 
fugitive slaye, under the penalty of imprison- 
ment anda fine. Also, that the writ of| 
habeas. corpus may be issued by all courts of| 
record, judges of probate, and,in some cases, 
justice of the peace ; and, instead of the pro- 
ceedings authorized by the act of 1850, sub- 
stitutes a trial by jury, and that no confes- 
sions, admissions, or declarations of the al- 
leged fugitive against himself, shall be given 
in eyidence, and that the jury shall have the 
right to return a general verdict. Tt also 
deprives any attorney of Massachusetts, who 
shall act for a slave claimaint, of the right 
to practise in Massachusetts Courts of law.” 
‘The bill then passed finally, yeas 229, nays 
43. It had previously passed the Senate. 
Goy. Gardner votoed the Billas unconsti- 
tutional. Whereupon the Senate sanctioned 
the Bill over the veto bya vote of 32 to3, 
and the House by a vote of three to one. 


Outo.—A public meeting relative to the 
Tate outragesin Kansas, was held in Cleveland, 
on the 12th. ‘The resolutions were reported 
by Judge Spaulding, formerly of the Supreme 
Court. ‘The following were the most impor- 
tant:— 

Resolved, That we feel constrained to admit 
that a crisis is rapidly approaching in the af- 
fairs of our country, when conduct. will be 
more effiacious than speech, when daring deeds 
will take the place of  vannting words.” But 
we venture to enunciate as the sense of this 
meeting, and as we believe the sense of a large 
majority of the voters of the State of Ohio, the 
following plain propositions: 1. Slavery must 
‘be interdicted in Kansas and Nebraska. 2. 
No more slave territory shall be azquired. 3. 
No slave State shall henceforth ke admitted 
into the National Confederacy.

slavery, and by violating national compacts 
and the true principles of pupular sovereignty, 
thon the Union will not be worth preserving.

Sudden Death of a Slaveholder—Twenty- 
Nine Slaves Emancipated. 


Over a year since, Mr. Elijah Willis, of 
Williston, Barnwell Distriet, South Carolina, 
came to this city and executed, in the office 
of Joliffe & Gitchell, a will, bequeathing to 
his wife and her heirs and assignees all his 
property, real and personal, to the value of 
£150,000, consisting of two plantations 


well stocked, and from forty to fifty negroes. breathings, and then fell dead, 


His wife, Mary Amy Turner, and children, 
six in number, are mulattoes, and were held 
by Willis as slaves. Mr. Willis agreed with 
Messrs, A. H. Ernst, Edward Harwood and 
John Joliffe, whom he made his executors, 
that they should be manumitted, and that 
the executors might dispose of the remain- 
der of the slaves, at his death, as they 
deemed best. Mr Willis returned to his 
plantation. 

Yesterday morning, he arrived from the 
South, on the Jacob Strader, with his wife, 
her mother and the six children. After 
seeuringa hack to convey the family up to the 
Dumas House, Mr. Willis, with a daughter 
held by each hand, approached the car- 
riage and was in the act of stepping in, 
when he was seized witha palpitation of 
the heart, to which he was subject, and, 
falling backwards, expired in about five 
minutes. Coroner Menzies held an inquest 
over the body, and the jury returned a 
yerdict in accordance with the above facts. 
Mr. Willis was about 60 years of age, a very 
respectable old gentleman, and has been 
married to Mary Amy about thirteen years, 
and always manifested towards her and 
the children a warm affection. 

‘He has been in bad health several yeats, 
and his relatives, who reside in the Barnwell 
District, have frequently importuned him|to 
give up his business and travel with “his 
family. He left home about four weeks 
ago, not, as'they supposed, to make said 
trip, but to come to this ‘State, free his 
family froni slavery, and provide them with 
comfortable houses on free soil. Having 
done this, it was his intention to return to 
South;Carolina, settle up his affairs, and live 
the remainder of his life free from all care 
and anxiety. Bad health for several years 
was an additional inducement for him to 
pursue this course. 

The remains of Mr. Willis accompained 
by the family, were taken to the Dumas 
House. ‘Thefamily appears to, be deeply 
afflicted by Mr. Willis’s sudden death. 
They are kindly cared for. His last will is 
in the possession of Flamen Ball, Esq. 
counsel for the wife of Willis, who will 
attend to her business, and see that she 
obtains that bequeathed to her. The fun)- 
ral of Mr. Willis will take place to-day. 

Those who affect to believe that the 
abolition of slavery would lead to universal 
amalgamation at the North will please make 
anote of the aboye case.

On the 23rd of February, 1854, a fine- 
looking, corpulent gentleman, apparently 
about 60 years of age, came'to this city in 
search of Dr. Brisbane, from whom he 
wished. advice as to the proper course! to 
pursue to effectuate the manumission of a 
numberof his slaves. Not readily finding 
Dr. Brisbane, he obtained the adyice of 
John Joliffe, Esq., and had duplicate wills 
drawn up. One of these he took with him, 
and the other he deposited with Mr, Joliffe, 
to be used if he should die suddenly, and 
the will in his possession he accidentally or 

wurposely destroyed, He stated that one of 
Fie brothers had’ died. very suddenly, and 
that he himself, being subject.to palpitation 
of the heart, was liableto be summoned to 
another world at a moment’s notice. 

Elijah Willis—that was his name—staid 
only a few days in Cincinnati, but his bright 
benevolent countenance and manly frank- 
ness were not soon forgotten by those whom 
ep hs thrown into contact with

, Returning home, he drew up acomplete 
Jnventory of all his property, and, making 


two of his neighbours his ‘confidants, he 
deposited this inventory with them, to be

Same timeiniuking them pledge themselves 
not to make it public previously. 

He was largely engaged in the lumber 
business, and Taised no crops except what 
were necessary for the support of the 
twenty-nine full-grown slaves, and the 
numerous: slave children that he owned, 
The lumber got out by the slaves was rafted 
down the Edisto river. In this business Mr. 
Willis had amassed a large estate. He was 
noted for the kindness with which he 
treated his slaves, who were never driven 
with the whip, nor shut out by a lock from 
the stores of provisions. ‘They ate, in the 
kitchen part, of the same food that Mr. 
Willis ate ia the parlour, 

A number of the relatives of Mr. Willis, 
who are all in comfortable circumstances, 
lived near him, but seldom visited his resi- 
dence, His housekeeper was a dark, but 
very shrewd mulatto woman, whom he 
purchased, with her mother, brother and 
sister, about thirteen years ago. ‘This house- 
keeper’s name was Mary Amy Elmore 
Turner. Her Father, who was owned by 
another master had deserted her mother, 
and for this was sold to a cotton planter in 
Alabama. 

‘Amy, ag the housekeeper was ordinarily 
called by Mr. Willis, while the slave of a 
former master, a Mr. Kirtland, had a colored 
husband, by whom she had three children 
before he went South. 

This woman, by her faithfulness and 
shrewdness, soon acquired great influence 
over Mr. Willis, by whom she had three 
children, She watchfully superintended 
his domestic affairs, attended to the wants 
of the slaves, and advised as to business. 


Mr. Willis, feeling concerned for the 
future welfare of his children, and urged 
thereto by Amy, at last determined to free 
her, her mother, her six children, her 
brother and her sister, When he came to 
Cincinnati, one year ago, and had his will 
written, it was to carry out this intent. 
After his return home, he arranged all 
his business as rapidly as possible, and, 
taking notes for outstanding debts due him, 
made preparations for disposing of his entire 
estate and moving to Ohio, where he 
proposed to locate on a farm, with Amy, 
her mother and the children, Finding 
that the expense of bringing Amy’s brother 
and sister and their families would be con- 
siderable, and that there might be some 
difficulty in at once securing a home, Mr. 
Willis concluded, finally, to come North 
with Amy, her mother and the children, 
and having secured for them a residence, 
return to close up the business and bring 
the others. 
On last Tuesday week, they left home, as 
thus proposed. On reaching Louisville, 
they got on board the steamer Jacob Strader, 
and reached here at six o’elock on yester- 
day morning. Soon after the boat touched 
the wharf, Mr. Willis and his company 
went on shore, and he called a carriage, 
when, just as he went to reach one of the 
small children into it, he breathed heavily. 
Amy asked him if he had another attack of 
palpitation of the heart. He nodded| 
affirmatively, gave two or three heavy | 
Tust at | 
that moment, some one asked where | 
they came from; Amy’s mother did not| 
answer, and was threatened with being kick- | 
ed into the river. Some one urged Amy 
to goon board the boat again, and she re- 
fused. By the advice of a friend, she at 
onee secured the money (abont $350) in 
Mr. W.’s possession, notes and due-bills 
amounting to three or four thousand dol- 
lars, a gold watch and other valuables. She 
was taken, with the trunks and the body of 
Mr. Willis, to the Dumas House. 
Dr. Menzies being called in, held an in- 
quest, when a verdict was returned in ac- 
cordance with these facts. 
Mr Ball, of the legal firm of Chase & 
Ball, being called in, the will of Mr. Willis 
found on him was opened and read, when 
it was found that he had willed his entire 
estate to Amy and her children, and had 
appointed John Joliff, A. H. Ernst and 
Edward Harwood as executors. This will 
is a duplicate of that left in the care of Mr. 
Joliffe, which has not yet been opened. If 
the property is obtainéd, each of these co- 
lored children will have a fortune of twenty- 
five or thirty thousand dollars. The body 
of Mr, Willis will be buried to-day. The 


executors of the will are all residents of
